Claims of more than $100,CHH) against Howe and Miriam 
Gerth Shuts, former proprietors of the Cross Keys Inn, will 
go unpaid, it was officially disclosed today with the an­ 
nouncement by Walter IL Compton, Harrisburg, referee in 
bankruptcy, of the auditing of the account of Blaine E. Bixler, 
receiver and trustee in the Cross Keys case, and of the distri­ 
bution of the amount of funds in Bixler’s hands when he 
turned over the property to its present owner in January. 
The tangled financial affairs of Mr. and Mrs. Shutz and 
their scores of creditors have made their devious ways 
through the intricacies of the bankruptcy court for more than 
a year and now- apparently are approaching final settlement 
with about $45,000 available to settle claims which have been 
estimated to total about $165,000.

“A most successful test” was the 
way firemen today described Tues­ 
day evening’s trial run by the Bon­ 
neauville fire company pumper from 
that community to Gettysburg.

A few years ago a friend of 
ours, born In Italy but a natural­ 
ized American, decided to visit 
his parents in Italy after an ab­ 
sence of 31 years. He had be­ 
come a very successful sculptor 
and thought a vacation in Italy 
was what he needed. 
He was 
gone about two months and upon 
his return made this observa­ 
tion: 
“Germany and Italy will break 
sure as guns. 
The purported 
friendship between Italy and 
Germany Is a sham. 
Italians 
are being taken for a buggy ride 
by the Boche. By mutual agree­ 
ment Italy sends a large group 
of Italians on a vacation trip 
into Germany. 
Germany, like­ 
wise. returns the compliment. 
“But Italians are treated like 
dogs in Germany, at least so 
they told me. They are charg­ 
ed fancy prices for everything 
they buy and do not receive the 
least bit of courtesy. 
• * * 
“On the other hand, Germans 
visiting in Italy scoff and sneer 
at Italians. They quibble over 
trifles and flaunt an arrogance 
and domineering attitude when­ 
ever they go. 
They sing the 
praises of Hitler and ridicule 
Mussolini. 
They demand the 
best tables in cafes, strut down 
the middle of sidewalks, pushing 
Italians out of their way and in 
many other ways make them­ 
selves generally obnoxious. 
“Italians are disgusted and 
resentful. They dislike the mu- 
tual-vacation pact between the 
two countries and openly declare 
that they will get even. 
“From my 
observations 
in 
Rome and in a number of other 
cities, down to small villages, 
Italians are awaiting the day 
when they will have an oppor­ 
tunity to strike back. These two 
countries can never become fast 
friends. It is not in the make­ 
up of the average Italian to as­ 
sociate with Germans.’’

TURKEY MAY BE 
PEACE FEELER

Istanbul, July 28 (AP) — Turkey 
was projected dram atically into the 
role of a possible m ediator between 
the United Nations and Italy today 
by a hasty and mysterious confer­ 
ence between the new Italian for­

and Turkish Foreign M inister Nu- 
m an Menemeneioglu. 
The m eeting was held amid every 
indication of secrecy and urgency 
aboard the Italian Embassy launch 
in the Sea of M arm ora yesterday. 
Im m ediately after the conference 
Menemeneioglu 
left 
hurriedly for 
the capital at Ankara and it, was dis­ 
closed th a t G uarlglla—-who has been 
in Turkey as am bassador under the 
Fascist regime of Benito Mussolini 
—would leave by plane today for 
Rome. 
Turkey, Good Medium 
The fact th a t the Turkish m inis­ 
ter agreed to see Guariglia a t In- 
stanbul instead of the foreign office 
in Ankara indicated the Importance 
of the conference. 
Turkey, as a 
neutral power m aintaining close dip­ 
lomatic 
relations 
with 
both 
the 
United States and G reat Britain, is 
a logical choice as the medium for 
possible Italian peace overtures. 
MenemencloglO returned to In- 
stanbul after the conference and 
then proceeded on to Ankara. 
It 
was disclosed th a t arrangem ents had 
been made for G uariglia to leave for 
Rome on a plane bearing special 
m arkings to insure safe passage 
home. 
G uariglia was appointed to the 
Turkish post three m onths ago and 
at the time it was understood th at 
he was not the Italians' first choice 
for the job. 
Rome, it was under­ 
stood, wanted to appoint an am ­ 
bassador with pro-Allled leanings, 
but the suggestion apparently was 
vetoed by Berlin, Italy’s Axis p a rt­ 
ner.

T he sacrifices and privations th at 
are being made on our home fronts 
are sm all indeed in comparison to 
those which our boys contribute in 
th e front lines all over the world. 
T heir strength and very souls are 
rationed without complaint. 
They 
are the expendable ones. 
O ur tim e should be rationed—so 
th a t the very most can be gained 
from every appointed task.

value of tim e soars when something 
urgent and essential, as well as u n ­ 
usually im portant, is involved.

URGE CAUTION 
IN NEW RUBBER 
RING FOR JARS 


Note to Mrs. America for canning 
season: The red reclaim ed-rubber 
rings for canning Jars will work, 
but they won’t stretch like the black 
ones of new rubber you’ve been used 
to. 
Experts of the U. 8. D epartm ent 
of Agriculture Research Bureau here 
warn housewives: Don’t use th a t old 
test (of stretching to twice the size) 
to see if the rings are good because 
then they really won’t be any good. 
The best test Is to can a few Jars 
of w ater to prove the wartime rings 
safe to use, they Insist. 
They should know, for they’ve put 
up thousands of cans of victory 
garden food w ith reclaimed rubber 
rings to save housewives canning 
woe this summer. 
Rings come in two kinds which 
will help you use old mayonnaise, 
coffee or pickle jars: One Is the 
fam iliar shoulder rubber which Is 
larger th an the second kind. 
And 
the second, a “top” seal rubber 
clings to the lid to fit between the 
lid and the Jar rim (instead of on 
the shoulder). 
Another h in t: The reusable jar 
has an opening either 2% inches in 
diam eter like a standard No. 70 
Mason Jar or a diam eter of 2 5/16 
inches for sm aller No. ”63” Jar. 
In selecting the old Jars to be 
reused, the home economics experts 
say. ‘'group th e Jars three ways": 
I. size of opening. 2. w ith shoulder 
(wide ledge to support shoulder ru b ­ 
ber) or 3. without shoulder. 
A fourth group m ight be handy 
for the odd-size Jars which could 
be used for preserves and other 
things requiring only paraffin seal. 
They advise you to keep tops to 
all Jars for possible re-use but to 
clean out carefully all paper lining 
or sealing compound from the old 
metal caps by boiling and scraping. 
Throw away any cracked, chipped 
or otherwise defective Jars as well 
as any 
m etal 
caps which 
have 
spread or been bent. 
In canning, adjust each Jar cap 
correctly and carefully. W hen a jar 
is filled, ready for processing, partly 
seal a three-piece cap (Including 
screw band, glass disk, top seal rub­ 
ber) by screwing the band on tig ht 
and turning it back one-fourth inch. 
Partly 
seal 
a 
m etal 
cap 
with 
shoulder rubber th a t way too. 
But 
if it’s a two-piece cap (m etal cap 
and m etal disk), put it on tight be­ 
fore processing and don’t try to 
tighten further. 
Cool jars upright. 
Screw bands can be removed after 
jars cool overnight for re-use with 
another batch.

Later in the sum m er the fungus 
continues to develop, and this spot 
becomes darker and alm ost black 
with a

Tile m argin of this 
yellow area som etim es develops an 
orange-red color, and on the under 
side of the leaf where the rust spot 
appears, raised cup-shaped fruiting 
bodies are found. 
Cedar Sym ptom s 
These fruiting bodies, when m a­ 
ture. split open and tend to curl 
outward, thus releasing a new crop 
of spores. 
On the fruit rust spots 
usually appear around the calyx, 
although the infection som etim es is 
found on other parts of the apple. 
When the spots are m ature they 
show' 
the sam e 
kind 
of fruiting 
bodies that appear on the underside 
of the infected leaf. 
The centers of 
these spots show the sam e rusty- 
brown 
cup-like 
structures 
which 
split open as they do on the leaf.

When you 
put up vegetables without a steam 
pressure there is danger of spoilage 
and the possibility of the deadly 
food poisoning called botulism. 
Pressure Cookers 
If you are planning an extensive 
vegetable 
c a n n i n g

shop

For this you

Into the bottom of the container to 
hold the jars. 
A wire cake cooler 
or hom e-m ade rack is satisfactory. 
The rack keeps the ja rs off the bot­ 
tom of the container and allows the 
water to circulate.

Washington, July 28 (AP)—An in­ 
ternal ruckus that has been brewing? 
quietly in Republican ranks over the 
scope of a foreign policy declaration 
for 1944 was out in the open t**day 
with public charges and denials that 
the Republican Pastwar Policy asso­ 
ciation aims to “split” the party by 
harping against peacetime “Isola* 
Hon Isis.” 
Officers of the association, organ­ 
ized recently in Chicago and New 
York, came to grips with Chairman

Pittsburgh, July 28 
(AP)—The 
Pittsburgh district was cleaning up 
today after its worst rainstorm In 
years—a 
downpour that dumped 
more than 3 Inches of rain into the 
area, flooded some streets to a depth 
of six feet, marooned hundreds of 
persons in their homes and kept 
thousands of war workers from 
reaching their homes or jobs. 
Rescue work by firemen and po­ 
lice was at its height when the 
statewide blackout hit at 12:35 a. rn. 
One death was attributed to the 
storm. As the storm broke, a woman 
identified as Margaret McIntosh of 
Swissvale collapsed on a streetcar 
safety zone platform. 
The city 
morgue reported her death the re­ 
sult of a heart attack. 
Electric Storm 
The rain was accompanied by a 
violent electric storm and high wind. 
Lightning hit the West Penn 
Power Co. plant in west Pittsburgh, 
putting it out of commission for 
more than an hour and plunging 
Lawrence, Mercer and parts of But­ 
ler, Beaver and Allegheny counties 
into darkness for 35 minutes. The 
Duquesne Light company said many 
of its electric lines were knocked 
down by wind and falling trees. 
One of the worst flooded spots 
was Sawmill Run boulevard and 
W hited street where water rose to 
six feet, covering automobiles, dam ­ 
aging stores and homes, blocking 
traffic and marooning residents of 
a trailer camp. 
Lightning hit many houses, knock­ 
ing holes in roofs. 
A garage was 
washed from its base and came to 
rest against a house; an automobile 
was swept Into a small creek. 
In 
three hours’ time, firemen answered 
more than 40 rescue calls. 
Killed by Lightning 
Earlier in the day, Melvin B ar­ 
stow, 24, of near Union City, Erie 
county, 
was killed 
by 
lightning 
while swimming in Canadohta Lake, 
Crawford county. 
At Conneautville, 
C r a w f o r d 
county, a bolt of lightning fired a 
barn belonging to Merton P. Wilder 
and it burned to the ground 
Safgerstown, six miles north of 
Meadville, reported a heavy rain 
and electric storm about 6 p. rn.
